Philadelphia, Jan. 6, 189?—To the 
Citizens of Janesville— In consequence 
of the destruction of the car barn and 
power house of the Janesville Street 
Rahway company, the company has 
Buffered a very severe loss in the build 
ing, airs and machinery, and the 
ci izens of Janesville are deprived of 
the regular service of the cars at a 
season cf the year when they are a 
great accommodation. 
I desire to 
state I did not purchase the control of 
the Janesville Street Railway for an 
investment, 
or 
for 
profit 
and 
speculation. The promoters and former 
owners o' toe road by their state­ 
ments of the income of the company 
induced me to make loans on the 
bonds, which were never paid. 
In 
doe lime I found myself practically 
owner of the road. 
The company at 
the time I took control had a floating 
debt that amounted to more than ten 
thousand dollars. 
I did not desire to 
defraud the creditors of the company 
and promptly p id all debts due 
A Dont that time the depressing condi­ 
tion of the country came upon u?, 
acme of your industries were closed 
and the receipts of tbs company were 
very much reduced 
Until, the winter

At the international telegraph con­ 
ference which was held at Buda-Pesth 
in July it was decided to issue a new 
official vocabulary of preconcerted lan­ 
guage. 
This was opposed by Am eri­ 
can firms who operate private codes a9 
the value of these codes would be de­ 
stroyed. 
The conference adopted an 
am endm ent to its constitution, in order 
to provide for these codes, and it has 
just been issued from headquarters at 
Berne, Switzerland. Preconcerted la n ­ 
guage is defined as composed of words 
having intrinsic sense, but not com­ 
bined into intelligible phrases. 
W ords 
in this language cannot contain over 
ten characters according to the Morse 
alphabet. 
They m ust be taken from 
one or more of these languages: Ger­ 
man, English, Spanish, French, Dutch, 
Italian, Portuguese and Latin. Proper 
names cannot be used except with their 
m eaning in plain language. 
The or­ 
iginal sending office can dem and the 
production of the sender’s code to se© 
that the rules have 
been 
observed. 
From a date to be fixed by a future 
conference all the words used in pri­ 
vate telegram s w ritten in preconcerted 
language will be extracted from the of­ 
ficial vocabulary duly 
enlarged 
and 
compiled by the International Bureau 
of Telegraph 
A dm inistrations. 
The 
new vocabulary will include all word9 
of private codes, provided they are 
true unm utilated words, taken from the 
eight languages given above and com­ 
ply with th? above rules. 
The inter­ 
national bureau desires all compilers 
of codes and all persons desiring words 
from certain codes reproduced in the 
official vocabulary, to forw ard them 
before the end of this year to the In ter­ 
national Bureau of Telegraph A dm in­ 
istrations, Berne, Switzerland.
